Dear  Sirs: — We  want  to  compliment  you  on  the  crop  of  Golden  Spur  Nar¬ 
cissus  shipped  to  us  last  fall.  They  flowered  earlier  and  produced  more  flowers 
per  bulb  than  any  stock  we  have  ever  handled. 

The  bulbs  were  received  by  us  early  in  October  and  were  potted  up  immedi¬ 
ately  and  plunged  outdoors.  They  were  taken  into  the  greenhouse  December  20th 
in  a  temperature  of  50  degrees,  shifting  within  a  week’s  time  to  a  temperature 
of  65  degrees,  and  we  cut  the  first  flowers  January  15th. 

The  bulbs  produced  an  average  of  three  flowers  per  bulb,  and  it  is  needless 
to  say  that  with  this  large  percentage  of  flowers  blooming  at  the  early  date, 
we  were  able  to  obtain  an  excellent  return.
